WHAT CAN 
DO? 




The Ccntr«l Division Bulletin of tlic 
American Roil Cross, In a recent Is- 
sue, lins a stirring call for trained 
nurses to enroll for service. A great 
many nurses are needed both for for- 
eign and home service. The constant 
fighting on ninny fronts, the Increas- 
ing number of wounded returning to 
Amerlcn. nnd the greatly expanded 
army nnd navy make the need for 
nurses luiporntlve. The following are 
extracts from this Bulletin : 

The nursing service must hold two 
great linos. The first line Is the rnre 
of the wounded men In our hospitals 
over there. The second^Une 1» the 
care of our soldiers In training. In the 
cantonment hospitals over here. Enroll 
now ! Help hold those lines. 

The secretary' of war has just Issued 
a regulation placing members of the 
Army Nurse Corps above all non-com- 
missioned officers. Congress has re- 
cently enacted a law Increasing the 
salary of members of the Army Nurse 
Corps to $60.00 a month over here, 
and $70 a month over there, with mala- 
tenance and traveling expenses. 

Enroll ! Our boys overseas inuRt not 
be allowed to suffer one single mo- 
ment for the lack of women's skilled 
and tender care. 

Enroll ! If you are vitally needed 
to mn In tn in local nursing activities you 
will he allowed, with the consent ot 
the mllltnry authorities, to stay where I 
yon are hecause yon are doing a pa- 1 
trlotlc service. Nevertheless — Enroll ! 

Your training, your experience, yonf 
woman's tenderness and devotion- 
there can be no greater, no aobter gift 
to your country in this supreme hour. 

Next to enlisting himself, the physi- 
cian's most patriotic duty Is to en- 
courage trained nurses to enroll for 
war service. 

The Red Cross understands perfect- 
ly the sacrifice uhls will entail upon 
physlclaas and the public, but as be- 
tween such sacrifice on their part and 
a sacrifice of our enlisted mea, the 
Red Cross knows that American pro- 
fessional men and citizens will not 
hesitate one moment In a choice. 

It means that In the home, In the 
laboratory, and In the hospital, these 
expert nurses must be used the few- 
est possible number of days or hours 
per case so that they may be released 
to the government. ^*^BpaW 



Where the physician In peace tlmta 
assigns a trained nurse for two weeks 
to an emergency case, for Instance, he 
must henceforth allow only three days 
on an average and then substitute a 
practical nurse or a Junior trained 
nurse. 

All along the line In his practice, the 
physician will have to curtail the em- 
ployment of trained nurses to the 
acute periods of cases of all kinds. 

When It Is stated that perhaps 70 
per cent of the registered nurses In 
America are In private employment— 
that is, are not in Institutions— It will 
be seen that the education of the pub- 
lic to reduce Its calls upon trained 
nurses Is a principal part of the Red 
Cross task. 

The public accepts the recommenda- 
tion of physicians as to the length of 
time n trained nurse should be employ- 
ed. A solemn responsibility rests upon 
physicians to make this employment 
as rare as Is coasistent with safety. It 
Is one of the sacrifices of war. 

It Is earnestly hoped that physicians 
will encourage a 100 per cent enroll- 
ment of nurses. 



In New Collar Effects. 

Different versions of the deep sailor 
collar are frequently used on the open- 
necked blouses, as are other flat collars 
with long or wide, round or square 
front points. There" are collars which 
are merely wide plaited frills, and there 
are various forms of the becoming roll- 
ing collar.
